A  feature  of  the 
picture  is  the  bed  of  a  'sea'  of  wdiicli 
Mr  Holden  says  the  large  se;i.  at  the 
left  hand  of  the  cut  is  the  jMarc  Cris- 
iiini.  Its  dimensions  are  about  281  by 
355  miles,  its  area  is  alouf  tiiatof  Ohio 
and  Indiana  comljiued.  It  is,  in  fact; 
not  a  sea,  but  the  tinnr  of  a  great 
plain  -wliich  may  once  have  been  a 
sea,  but  w  liicli  is  now  like  one  of  the 
small  plains  on  the  islmid  of  Hawaii, 
only  on  grander  scale,  'i'o  tiivii  an 
idea  of  the  verli'Ml  scale  it  may  be 
uoied  'hat  the  highest  inountians  sur- 
iouiidiiig  the  sea  are  about  11,000 
feel."

Saint  Ijlias  region  has  been  nevil.v 
visited  and  explored  by  ,t  parly  un- 
der Professor  ilussel!,  wdticli  lias  giv- 
en the  summer  10  llieir  i-e.-^earches 
Six  members  of  tlie  p.u'ty  were  lost 
by  drowning,  which  cast  a  serious  shad- 
ow over  the  work  of  the  expediiion;

land  to  labor  more  earnestly  and 
persislemly  with  tlitir  respeciive 
Stale  lALiiiaicers.  Here  is  where 
ii'o  (1  and  etlecliNe  work  can,  and 
should,  be. -done  hi  this  way  the 
National  Board  it.self  will  be  compell- 
ed lo  l.eed  the  demand  of  a  ('in  islian 
nation.

Text:  We  all  rlo  fade  as  a  leaf. — 
Isa.  Ixiv.  6. 

There  is  some  truth  as  well  as  inucli 
fancy  in  ISwedenboro-'s  doctrine  ot  cor- 
respondence, in  wl'ich  he  teaches  that 
all  things  in  nature  represent  tliinij;s 
in  the  spirit  realm.  The  rock  is  a 
symbol  of  solidity,  the  mountains  of 
diiivlbility,  tiie  oak  of  stren;z:th,  the 
tlowiny; fountain  of  spiritual  influence 
and  power,  and  bread  of  spiritual 
food-that  nourishes  and  sustains  spir- 
itual life.  The  spring  with  its  living 
green,  budding  flowers,  fragrant 
blossoms,  and  beamy,  is  a  symbol  of 
childhood  and  youth;  summer  with 
its  rich  pastures,  ripening  harvests, 
and  maturing  fruit,  is  an  emblem  of 
mature  manhood  and  womanhood; 
autumn  with  its  golden  treasures  and 
blended  loveline.-.s  is  a  symbol  of  old 
age  rich  ni  knowledge  and  experience; 
winter  with  its  cold  and  dreariness  is 
an  emblem  of  death  and  the  grave. 
"We  all  do  fade  as  a  leaf."  This  is 
a  beauiifnl  symbol  ot  human  life. 
'I'he  leaf  reaches  nuitnrity  through  a 
process  of  development,  and  it  is  \  ery 
lieantiful  as  it  is  being  developed. 
Hius  the  child  is  gradually  de\  el()ped 
niH)  ;i  man,  and  the  uiii'oiding  of  his 
poweis  and  the  development  of  his 
hody  is  wonderful  and  reveals  his  su- 
perior nature  When  matured  the 
leaf  remain,-,  the  same  in  its  outward 
appearance,  but  there  is  an  internal 
change  going  on  all  the  time.  As 
autuuni  comes  on  the  leaf  gradually 
fades  and  changes  its  color,  but  it 
loses  noiic  of  its  beauty.  Indeed  it 
beconies  richer  in  beauty  \\'hat  a. 
si  I  iking  symbol  of  liuinan  life  !  How 
licauiiful  and  loscly  is  the  child  witli 
all  its  budding  promii^es,  and  how 
Tnai'velous  its  development  into  man- 
hoodl  Years  pass  but  the  man're- 
]iiaiiis  ai)pareuUy  t he  same  but  he  is 
n  t  ilic  same. .  An  unconsciouh  change 
is  going  (ju  in  his  jiliysical  nature, and 
as  the  aiiin.mn  ot'  life  approaches  he 
begins  to  realize  that  lie  is  not  just 
the  same  man.  He  feels  that  a 
elunige  has  come  over  Inm,  and  his 
energies   are    failing.    The  fading 


leaf  clings  to  the  bough  for  ^ 
time,  but  ultimately  drops  oft';  and 
is  soon  resolved  into  its  original  ele- 
ments. Thus  man  lingers  through 
the  inonths  and  years  of  the  autunni 
of  life,  but  tinally  drops  into  the 
grave.    Thus  ends  bis  earthly  life. 

Can  it  be  justly  said  of  man's 
whole  nature  that  he  "fades  as  th? 
leaf?"  The  body  fails  and  fades  of 
necessity.  It  grows  old  and  dies  be 
cause  it  is  a  law  of  nature,  but,  does 
the  mind  and  heart  grow  old  and  fade 
in  this  sense?  Is  this  a  necessity?  — 
Certainly  not.  The  mind  is  superior 
to  the  body,  and  is  not  involved  in 
its  decay  and  death.  The  soul  forms 
to  itself  its  body,  is  not  subject  to  its 
I'lianges,  and  lives  on  when  the  body 
dies.  The  body  grows  old  and  feeble, 
but  the  mind  is  not  subject  to  decay 
and  death.  It  retains  all  its-faculties 
unimpaired.  The  body  may  become 
feeble  froui  age,  or  waste  away  under 
the  ravages  of  disease;  and  the  man 
may  be  physically  helpless,  but  the 
mind  remains  unchanged.  .Its 
thoughts  just  as  clear,  ils  ideas  as 
bright,  its  judgment  as  just,  and  its 
reason  as  strong  as  in  the  brightest 
days  of  physical  manhood.  The  his- 
tory of  our  race  furnishes  us  with 
many  illustrations  of  this  truth. 
Men  and  women  in  old  age  have  put 
forth  the  greatest  intellectual  efforts 
of  their  lives,  and  rivalled  the  acliieve- 
mf  nts  of  men  in  tlie  strength  of  their 
physical  manhood.  Socrates,  at  an 
extreme  old  age  learned  to  play  on 
nuisical  instruments.  I'ato  at  eighty 
years  of  age  learned  the  (ilreek  lan- 
guage. IMutarcli  when  between 
seventy  and  eiglity  conimf>nced  the 
study  of  Latin  Ludovico  at  the 
great  age  of  one  hu.ndred  and  fifteen 
wrote  the  memoirs  of  his  own  time. 
Accareo,  a  great  lawyer,  being  .asked 
why  he  began  the  study  of  law  so 
late  replied,  that  indeed  lie  began  it 
late  but  he  should  master  it  so"uer. 
Franklin  did  not  commence  his  [diil- 
osopliical  stiulies  until  he  had  reachetl 
his  fiftieth  year.  Ogilby,  the  trans 
lator  of  Homer  and  Virgil,  was  un- 
acquainted with  Laliu  and  Greek  till 
he  was  past  fii'ty.""  ('olbert,  the 
famous  French  minister,  at  sixty 
years  of  age  returned  to  his  Latin 
and  law  studies. 

To  keep  the  nund  strong  and  ac- 
tive we  nuist  use  its  faculties,  or  they 
will  become  dull,  inactive,  and  al- 
most perish.  I  have  seen  old  men 
and  women  whose  mental  poweis 
seem  to  li;,ve  been  asleep,  and  they 
werf  imbecile,  bi\t  they  iiad  li\'ed  in 
their  anini^il  nat\ire.  for  sensual  plea 
sures,  and  had  not  used  ilieir  mental 
facidiies.  They  I'cad  but  little  or 
nothing,  antl  did  not  engage  in  any 
iui[>loyn,eut  that  required  nnich  men- 
tal action.  When  pcwers  of  mind  or 
body  .are  not  used  they  deterioate  :but 
using  them  keejts  them  strong,  and 


increases  their  strength.  J.  Q.  Ad- 
ams lived  to  a  great  age,  and  retained 
the  use  of  his  mental  faculties  up  to 
the  hour  of  his  death.  His  mind  was 
never  clearer  nor  stronger  than  when 
he  fell  under  the  paralizing  hand  of 
physical  disease  in  the  congressional 
hall,  but  he  used  his  mental  faculties 
in  hard  study  and  earnest  mental 
work  daily.  Luther  preaclied  almost 
daily;  he  lectured  constantly  as  a 
professor;  he  was  burdened  with  the 
care  of  all  the  churches  ;his  correspon- 
dence, even  as  now  extant  fills  many 
volumes;  he  was  perpetually  harassed 
with  controversies  and  was  one  of  the 
most  voluminous  writers  of  his  day. 
The  result  w;is  he  reached  a  good  old 
age  with  all  his  mental  powers  as 
vigorous  as  in  the  noon  of  his  phy- 
sical manhood  The  same  is  true  of 
Calvin.  He  lectured  every  other  day; 
on  alternate  weeks,  he  preached  daily ; 
he  was  overwhelmed  wirh  letters  from 
all  parts  of  Europe,  and  was  the 
author  of  works  numerous  and  bulky, 
that  any  man  of  our  day  would  think 
enough  to  occupy  his  whole  undivided 
time,  and  all  this,  too,  in  the  midst  of 
perpetufd  infirmity  of  Hesh.  These 
facts  show  that  we  should  never  grow 
old  in  mind,  but  increase  in  mental 
strength  and  capacity  for  work  as 
long  as  we  live  here;  and,  doubtless 
when  we  put  oft'  this  body  and  are 
freed  from  its  liuiiiations,  we  shall 
grow  in  wisdom,  knowledge,  and 
mental  power.  Here  the  mind  mani- 
fests itself  through  the  brain  and 
nerN'ous  system,  avid  in  some  forms 
of  disease  the  brain  becomes  so  cloud 
ed  that  it  is  shut  in,  ami  seems  to 
have  failed:  but  it  is  only  seemingly, 
for  the  mind  itself  remains  unim- 
paired. Man  does  not  lose  his  fai'ul- 
ties  by  the  destruction  of  his  eyes, 
but  the  windows  through  which  he 
looked  out  upon  the  outer  world  are 
darkened,  and  he  cannot  see  out. 

A  man  shoidd  never  grow  old  in 
heart.  This  is  not  a  necessary  l.iw 
of  our  nature.  Ow  hearts  should 
ever  remain  young.  We  should 
never  lose  the  tenderness,  love,  warm 
att'ection,  and  sympatliy  of  chililhooil 
and  youth.  These  should  grow  with 
our  growth,  and  strengthen  with  Our 
streugih.  A  man  may  grow  into 
manhood,  and  grapple  with  the  busi 
ne.ss  of  life  earnestly;  but  he  may, 
and  should,  retain  the  loving  tender- 
ness of  childhood.  He  may  plunge 
into  the  fierce  coiiliict  on  the  great 
battle  field  of  life,  and  figiit  bravely, 
but  he  should  retain  the  warm  sym- 
pathy and  love  of  youth.  He  should 
not  grow  hard  hearted  and  unfeeling. 
.Men  and  women  have  passed  through 
all  the  trials  and  strugg  es  of  life  and 
yet  remained  tender,  loving,  gen  lie, 
and  aft'ectionate.  Their  heart  did  not 
grow  old.  It  remained  as  tender-as 
a  child's  Here  we  are  subject  to 
suttering  and  sorrow.    ( )ur  plans  fail, 


and  we  do  not  realize  our  hopes. 
Loved  ones  die  and  we  are  left  lonly 
and  sad.  Sickness  comes  and.  our 
strength  fails.  Darkness  gathers 
around  our  pathway,  but  we  should 
not  grow  gloomy,  and  give  up  in  de- 
spair. We  should  cultivate  a  cheer- 
ful spirit  and  look  above  the  cloud  to 
the  clear  sunlight  that  always  shines 
in  the  higher  realms.  All  the  trials 
and  affliction?  of  life  are  for  our  spir- 
itual good,  and  we  should  look  at 
them  from  this  standpoint.  Tui-; 
will  give  peace  and  cheerfulness.  It 
was  this  that  sustained  Paul  in  the 
midst  of  his  terrii)le  trials  He  could 
say  in  the  calm,  cheerful  composure 
of  triumphant  faith  and  hope,  "we 
know  that  all  tilings  wrk  together 
for  good  to  them  that  love  (iod."  As- 
sured of  this  we  can  even  "glory  in 
tribulation  also;  knowing  that  tribu- 
lation worketli  p.itieuce;  and  pa- 
tience experience;  ;n,d  experience 
hope."  Animate  1  by  the  l()veof(xod, 
and  sustained  by  t!ie  assurance  that 
his  love  and  wisdom  guides  us  in  all 
the  conflicts  of  life,  we  can  maintain 
a  cheerful,  happy  spirit,  and  "rejoice 
in  hope  of  the  glory  of  God."  A 
military  gentlem<ui  visiting  the  Rev. 
John  Martin,  who  had  long  been  in 
ill  healtli,  remarked,  '  If  1  had  power 
over  the  pe  sion  list  I  would  put  you 
on  half  pay  for  your  long  and  faith- 
ful service."  Mr.  Martin  replied, 
"Your  master  may  put  you  oft' on 
half  pay  in  your  old  age,  but  my 
master  will  not  serve  me  so  meanly. 
He  will  give  ine  full  pay.  Through 
grace  i  expcL-t  a.  full  reward  "  In 
bis  old  age  Wilberforce  reuiarked, 
"I  c;in  .scarcely  understand  why  my 
life  is  sp  ired  so  loinr,  except  it  be  to 
show  that  a  man  can  be  as  happy 
without  a  fortune  as  with  one."  And 
soon  after  when  his  last  daughter  died 
he  writes,  "I  have  often  lie.u-d  th  it 
sailors  on  a  voyage  will  drink, 
'friends  astern,'  till  they  are  half 
way  over,  then  'frie  ids  ahead  '  With 
me  it  has  been  'friends  ahead'  this 
long  time." 

To  retain  a  cheerful,  happy  spirit 
in  old  age  we  must  cultivate  the 
spirit  of  Christ,  live  a  pure  life,  prac- 
tice the  spirit  of  benevolence,  and  love 
all  mankind  We  mnst  never  fret  nor 
worry.  John  Wesley  jireached  on 
an  average  fifteen  sermons  a  week. 
Instead  of  breaking  down  under  it, 
wlien  se\'enty-three  years  old  he 
writes  that  he  is  far  abler  to  write 
and  preach  than  wdien  three  and 
twenty,  llis  br()w  was  smooth,  his 
coiiip!e:\ii)n  ruddy,  and  his  voic; 
strong  and  clear,  so  that  a/i  audience 
of  thirty  thousand  could  hear  him 
witlKuit  difficulty.  His  vigor  he 
ascriljes  to  continued  travel,  early 
rising,  good  sleep  and  an  even  tem- 
per. "I  feel  and  grieve;  but,  by  the 
grace  of  God,  1  fret  at  nothing." 

We  should  look  after  our  bodily 
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lieaUli,  and  maintain  strong  faith  in 
the  wisdom,  love  and  power  of  (rod. 
This  will  keep  us  cheerful  and  happy. 
Some  men  destroy  their  peace  of 
mind,  and  cloud  tlieir  future,  ly 
cultivating-  a  doubtful  spirit.  We 
should  keep  in  ilie  Mtnsliiue  of  God's 
love  by  cnltivatiuir  ;i  trustful  spirit, 

-  ;jnd  walking;  i'l  obedience  to  liis  coin- 

"  mands. 

I  have  somewhere,  wriles  Dr.  Con' 
ford,  read  tliat  the  s'reat  Swiss  writer, 
Dr.  Merle  D'Aubigue,  was  oiiev- 
ously  troubled  with  doubts  during 
his  student  days.  He  went  to  his  old, 
experienced  teacher  for  help.  The 
ver'teran  refused  to  discuss  them,  and 
said:  "Were  1  to  rid  you  of  ihcse 
doubts,  others  would  come.

In  the  St'N'  of  Dec.  ITth,  Ilev.  W, 
S.  L(nig  gives  his  reasons  for  object- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  Committee  o 
the  late  session  of  the  N.  C.  iv  Va. 
C.  C.  He  objected  to  the  liouiula- 
rii's  suggested,  "because  they  did  not 
coincide  with  the  present  boundaries 
of  tlie  Conference."  On  the  outside, 
1  am  unable  to  see  anyihiiig  bui  a 
technicality  in  the  objection,  'i'he 
Committee  suggested  the  division  of 
the  Conference  somewhat  on  the  fol- 
lowing lines:  "Beginning  whert^  the 
Durham  and  Lynchburg  railroad 
crosses  Euo  iiiver  and  running  north 
with  said  railroad  to  the  Va.  line 
ilieiice  east  with  the  State  line  to  the 
southeast  corner  of  Mecklenlnirg 
county,  thence  north  and  west  to  in- 
clude the  border  counties  of  A'irginia 
until  we  reach  the  Allegany  moun- 
tains, thence  south  including  Surry 
and  FiU'sytlie  counties,  N.  C  ,  to  a 
point  on  the  N.  C.  railroad  west  of 
High  I'oiiit,  N.  C,  thence  to  incimle 
Liberty  (Randolph),  Fleasant  Hill 
and  Clover  (3rcli;u-d  to  the  soutlnvest 
corner  of  Orange  county  line  to  the 
N.  C.  railroad  near  jMebane,  X.  C, 
thence  east  with  the  railroad  to  Fiio 
lliver  and  thence  with  the  IMver  to 
the  beginning."  Now,  as  these  lines

Again, Rev.  W.  S.  Long  says  he  did 
not  want  the  Cont  ention  to  be  ham- 
pered in  the  matter  of  lines.  "I  am 
at  a  l<jss  to  know  how  the  Convention 
could  ha\  e  been  hampered  badly  by 
lines  which  were  only  suggesti\'e. ■ 
And  the  representatives  could  have 
canvassed  tlie  matter  even  better 
when  lines  were  suggested.  So  after 
exaiiiiiiiiig  the  specified  objections  of 
the  only  outspoken  opponent,  I  fail 
to  see  anything  against  the  division 
of  the  Conference,  but  simply  a  tech- 
nical play  upon  the  non-coincidence 
of  outside  lines  which  at  no  point, 
perhaps,  wouhl  Kouie  nearer  thanfor- 
miles  of  any  border  cliurcli. 

Now,  lei  us  have  reasons  for  hold- 
ing the  Conference  together,  or  real 
objections  agninst  division.

House. 

BY  ONE  OF  THE  PAUPERS. 

Of  course,  you  will  think  ri^Iit 
away  that  we  had  lest  all  our  money 
anrl  had  been  sent  lo  live  "on  the 
town"  in  that  dolefulest  of  places,  a 
country  almshouse,  but  it  was  nothing 
of  the  kind. 

1  wonder  if  you  would  (are  to  hear 
about  it.  it  isn't  much  of  a  story^ 
but  perhaps  it  will  serve  as  a  hint  to 
some  girls  and  boys  who  fear  this 
Christmas  is  not  going  to  be  qui:e  so 
jolly  as  others. 

You  see  this  was  the  v  ay  it  all  hap- 
pened :  We  had  given  up  our  city 
home  for  our  first  wmter  in  dear  old 
"Sunny  Bank,"  our  country  place, 
nestled  right  in  the  heart  of  the  Green 
Mountains.  We  were  as  happy  as 
could  be  about  it,  and  enjoyed  pur- 
selves  thoroughly  (as  well  we  might, 
for  we  had  plenty  to  amuse  us,  from 
horses  down  to  roller  skates)  up  to 
within  two  weeks  of  Christmas. 

Now  if  we  iiad  had  a  true  Christ- 
mas spirit  we  would  have  kept  right 
on  feeling  happy  and  contented,  but, 
do  you  know  we  were  foolish  enough 
to  bemoan  our  fate  and  sigh  for  the 
city.  We  missed  the  gay  shopping 
and  merry  bustle  among  our  friends 
preparatory  to  Christmas.  We  felt 
lonely  and  isolated,  and  concluded 
just  to  settle  down  and  make  ourselves 
miserable  over  it.  We  did  it  most 
thoroughly,  poor  deluded  children 
tiiat  we  were,  and  were  just  in  tliis 
most  deligiitfiil  state  of  mind  wiien 
suduenly  the  poor-house  loomed  up, 
changing  entirely  the  current  of  our 
ideas. 

Father,  in  one  of  his  rambles  Cvvhich 
were  dif^'erent  fiom  those  of  anyone 
else,  1  think,  for  the  irees  and  moun- 
tains seemed  to  speak  right  to  him 
and  till  him  with  beautiful  thoughts^ 
came  upon  t'le  almshouse,  and  went 
in  to  make  a  little  call.  He  came 
home  and  told  us  about  it.  I  don't 
know  what  magic  l  e  used,  but  as  he 
pictured  those  poor,  lonely,  discour- 
aged people  our  hearts  thawed,  and 
we  *'orgot  all  about  pitying  ourselves 
for  being  "miles  and  miles  from  any- 
wiiere  and  everybody."  It  makes 
me  laugli  as  1  think  of  tiie  busy  time 
which  followed,  for  we  had  only  a 
week,  and  oceans  to  do,  and  how  we 
did  work!  Everyone  in  ths  house, 
from  mother  to  the  cook,  was  fussing 
over  something  for  those  twenty  peo- 
ple, who  went  by  the  name  of  the 
"town's  poor." 

The  day  btf  ire  Christmas  we  i rim- 
med the  bare  walls  with  holly  and 
evergreen,  set  up  the  pretty  tree  and 
tied  on  the  gifts.  And  such  nice 
things  as  they  were,  for  we  had  talked 
to  the  matron  and  found  what  each 


especially  needed,  beside  which  we 
gave  little  things  to  interest  and 
please  them.  By  this  time  others  had 
caught  the  spirit,  and  when  eleven 
o'clock  Christmas  day  came  it  found 
the  rooms  just  crowded. 

l^ehind  the  tree  sat  two  little  girls, 
who  sang  a  sweet  Christmas  carol, 
which  the  "paupers"  (what  a  harsh 
word  that  is!)  heartily  applauded. 
Then  the  gifts  were  distributed,  and 
we  didn,t  know  whether  to  laugh  or 
cry  as  we  saw  the  surprise  and  de- 
light of  these  poor  people. 

What  to  give  to  old  "Alden,"  a 
poor  half  crazed  man,  had  puzzled  us 
immensely,  but  as  he  seemed  to  care 
for  nothing  but  tobacco,  and  was  al- 
ways begging  for  it,  we  concluded  he 
must  be  made  happy,  so  a  generous 
package  v  as  put  into  his  hands.  His 
poor,  foolish  face  faii  ly  beamed,  and 
he  rose  and  made  three  funny,  jerky 
little  bows  as  he  called  out,  "Thanky, 
thanky!  Good  'baccy!  Old  Alden 
glad!"  and  so  were  we. 

After  refreshments  had  been  duly 
enjoved,  we  all  began  to  get  acquaint- 
ed, and  would  you  believe  that  out  of 
that  Christmas  meeting  there  grew 
such  good  Christian  feeling  that, 
after  that,  every  Sunday  afternoon 
we  went  to  that  poor-house  and  had 
the  dearest,  heartiest  little  services 
you  can  imagine 

The  singing  they  all  loved,  and  the 
lovely  talks  by  the  minister,  who  hai 
a  knack  of  sa>ing  just  the  right  thing 
in  the  right  way,  were  long  after  re" 
meiiibered 

That  Christmas  night  three  enor- 
mous bvlated  express  parcels  arrived, 
and  great  glee  we  had  over  tl.em.  It 
was  nice  to  know  our  friends  hadn't 
forgotten  us,  but  what  "geese"  we 
were  to  have  thought  it  for  an  in- 
stant! 

So,  girls  and  boys,  it  was  a  "Mer- 
rie  Christmas"  after  all,  and  is  just 
one  more  proof  of  the  blessedness  of 
giving.  —  G  ret  1111(7  P. 

"WotiU  Maiiagrr  But  Foor  Wife." 

This  statement  of  what  an  aflfec- 
lionate,  industrious,  loyal  woman 
may  become  seems  severe,  but  alas! 
it  is  too  true.  It  is  the  domestic  ver- 
sion of  the  mint,  anise,  and  cunnnin 
story  so  constantly  repeated  in  human 
lives.  The  weightier  matters  of  the 
law  come  from  the  heart  and  soul 
of  the  individual.  They  cannot  be 
got  with  the  labor  ot  hands.  They 
are  of  the  spiritual  and  mental  lite, 
growing,  expanding,  and  domiuatins 
the  labor  of  the  han;ls  in  constant 
proportion  to  the  use,  and,  little  used- 
leaving  tlie  man  or  woman  sordid, 
petty,  ignoble,  And  because  tlie.se 
uiatters  c  uuiot  b(!  weighed  or  meas- 
ured, but  felt  and  experienced,  is 
periiaps    why    it    is  that  they  are 


harder  to  grasp  when  practical  duties 
fill  the  hours.  But  in  that  grasp  lies 
the  key  of  such  a  life  as  shall  satisfy 
and  bless  tluse  within  its  influence. 
These  spiritual  qualities  become  vivi- 
fied when  transfused  through  a  living 
lovitig  heart.  They  work  hourly 
transformations  in  the  labors  of  a  day, 
making  homely  toil  beautiful,  and 
suiding  aspirations  always  lo  kinder, 
tender  deeds. 

No  one  should  keep  these  high 
ideals  more  constantly  in  the  fore- 
ground of  the  life  picture  which  each 
of  us  is  daily  painting  than  the  wife 
and  mother.  I'lie  busier  and  more 
work-a-d  iy  the  life,  the  greater  should 
be  the  effort  to  think  high  thoughts, 
and  not  to  let  the  labor  descend  into 
mere  drudgery,  akin  to  the  instinc- 
tive routine  of  the  animal.  Baking, 
sweeping,  sewing,  planning — these 
duties  take  the  strength  and  time  of 
the  majority  of  housewives.  But 
every  one  can  recall  many  houses 
where  every  duty  is  exactly  perform 
ed,  yet  where  the  essence  of  home 
life  has  evaporated.  All  is  immacu- 
late, but  the  hearts  of  the  family  are 
cold.  There  are  no  cobwebs,  but 
the  minds  are  narrow  and  small. 
Every  material  possession  is  there 
but  the  inmates  Lieek  pleasure,  inter- 
est and  sympathy  elsewhere.  It 
may  seem  unjust  to  lay  so  much  of 
deterioration  of  a  home  at  the  wife's 
door,  but  she  is  the  bread  dispenser, 
and  it  is  not  alone  the  the  material 
food  she  is  to  give  forth,  but  that 
which  shall  feed  the  ambitions,  steady 
the  purposes,  and  purify  the  hearts 
of  those  for  whom  she  has  assumed 
her  place. 

A  wife  who  has  no  interest  in  her 
husband's  pursuits,  or  who  cares  not 
to  understand  his  perplexities,  fails 
in  her  opportunities.  The  wife  who 
shuts  out  social  pleasures  and  l  elax- 
ations  because  they  bore  her  or  be- 
cause she  is  too  busy  errs.  She 
eithor  forces  her  husband  to  seek 
pleasures  without  her,  and  drives  the 
first  wedge  of  divergence  between 
them,  or  else  shuts  hiui  into  her  own 
narrow  atmosphere  And  so,  through 
the  experiences  of  home  life,  the  wife 
fails  if  she  looks  at  everything  wholly 
from  a  material  standpoint. 

It  is  not  strange  when  children 
hear  nothing  but  dull  repeated  work 
that  they  grow  up  without  a  capacity 
for  high  thoughts,  and  lacking  the 
power  to  resist  moral  temptations. 
Natures  grow  on  what  they  feed  on, 
and  purity  of  motive  and  elevated 
purpose  must  have  their  roots  plant- 
ed and  watered  when  the  heart  is 
young. 

A    woman   who   thinks   that  her 
house  work,  which   well-nigh  over- 
whelms her,  is  all  she  can  do,  may 
be  sure  that  there  is  no  better  use  | 
for  a  portion  of  her  time  than  to  daily  | 
iitt  herself  out  of  the  narrow  ccmfines 


of  her  labors,  and  to  rest  and  refresh 
herself  in  new  interests  and  broader 
sympathies.  Any  woman  can  do 
this,  though  all  do  not  climb  the  same 
pathway  or  reach  the  same  height. 
The  opportunities  may  be  few  and 
the  advantages  slight,  but  faithfuly 
used  they  will  develop,  and  step  by 
step  the  way  will  lead  ever  onward 
upward.  And  the  first  step  in  the 
pathway  is  to  see  what  piece  of  work 
can  go  undone,  and  the  time  be  sav- 
ed, rather  than  how  much  more  mint, 
anise,  and  cummin  the  busy  house- 
wife can  crowd  into  her  already  too 
hurried  days. 

Having  thus  breathed  the  broader 
air,  if  only  briefly,  let  I'er  persevere, 
assured  that  in  this  way  is  to  be 
builded  tiie  rounded,  balanced  char- 
acter of  the  good  wife  —a  higher  and 
nobler  creature  than  all  the  com- 
panies of  "managers"  beneath  the 
canopy  of  heaven. — Har^,er's  Bazar.

And  though  iu  the  "yellow  leaf  of 
liuit"  his  cheeks  furrowed  by  cares 
and  age,  his  eyes  lost  their  youthful 
gloss, yet  he  wears  such  a  sweet,  win- 
ning expression, and  is  so  genial  in  hi"* 
nature, lie  would  charm  and  captivate 
you,  and  ere  you  were  aware  of  it, 
you  would  be  drawn  closely  by  his 
side 

Then  he  could  from  the  great  store- 
house of  his  experience,  so  amuse  and 
interest  you  with  stories  of  real  life  — 
thrilling  incidents  in  his  boyhood 
days  and  youthful  adventures,  and 
in  such  ,a  rarely  entertaining  style, 
you  would  he  almost  tilled  with  ecsta- 
cy  and  delight  He  could  fmuse  yoa 
by  describing  the  Sa^bbath  school  of 
bis  childhood,  the  kind  of  books  Ubed 
and  I  he  teachers  of  sixty  years  ago, 
with  the  methods  of  teaching,  and 
compare  them  with  the  literature, 
the  efficient  officers  and  teachers,  the 
advanced  methods  of  instruction  in 
the  classes  and  general  manner  of 
conducting    the    modern  tiabbath 
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school,  and  you  would  be  astonishe 
al  the  contrast.  You  would  wonder 
liow  the  children  under  tlie  crude, 
poorly  ^.-J-anged  methods  of  sixty 
yea'-s  ago  ecu!''  ever  be  induced  to 
go  to  the  Sabbath  .^hool,  much  less 
to  become  interested  in  its  exercises, 
yet,  he  speaks  of  them  with  pleasura- 
ble emotions,  as  tbey  so  imperfect  in 
metlu.ds,  were  the  means  oi  awaken- 
ing in  hiui  a  tender  concern  for  his  i 
immortal  interests. 

To  further  interest  yon  he  would 
relate  to  yon  some  of  ids  early  religi 
oils  privileges.  He  would  describe 
to  you  the  old  Hat  meeting  house  which 
stood  on  the  hill  in  the  midst  of  a 
clump. of  trees  of  almost  a  century's 
growth  with  a  shed  in  the  rear  and  a 
pulpit  on  the  side.  In  this  enclosure, 
sacred  to  his  memory,  he  heard  his 
first  sermon.  The  minister's  name 
he  remembers,  and  the  text  he  used 
on  that  occasion.  The  old  meeting 
honse  was  unceiled  or  plasterect,  ;.nJ 
had  no  carpeted  aisles  or  cushioned 
pews  and  no  stove  in  winter.  The 
colored  people  who  were  then  slaves, 
occupied  the  sbedand  were  privileged 
to  hear  a  free  gospel. 

Uncle  Jerry  lo\  es  to  speak  of  tiie 
old  time  Christian  preachers.  And 
although  but  a  boy  then,  he  can  tell 
their  names  and  give  a  most  graphic 
description  of  each  They  are  not 
leniembered  as  being  very  profound, 
or  did  they  make  niiy  pretentions  to 
a  great  oratorical  display.  They  were 
plain,  unostentatious,  neat  and  sim- 
ple in  tiieir  dress,  hut  a  power  in  tiie 
sacred  desk.  And  all  hough  like  the 
]\Iastei-,  "clothed  with  the  garment  of 
i)umility,  they  had  such  a  travail  of 
soul  aiul  ardent  love  for  siiniers,  and 
were  so  earr-est  and  in  their  efforts, 
were  so  full  of  zeal  and  pathos,  their 
words  so  fidl  of  melting  tenderness, 
and  so  diiected  by  the  Holy  Spirit, 
that  trn»;it  reformations  attended  their 
ministration.s.  'I'lie  church  enjoyed 
gloiious  refresiiinjis  and  maiiy  souls 
were  brought  to  Christ.  Uncle  .Icrry 
remembers  these  tis  the  good  old 
times  when  the  Jjord  favored  Zion, 
when  tlie  gentle  heavens  seemed  to 
bow  down,  when  angels  hovered  near, 
and  heaven  and  earth  came  nearer 
together,  and  great  rejoicings  weie 
experienced  in  the  assembly  of  the 
saints. 

T-^^  Uncle  Jerry  there  seemed  to 
be  an  nncoininon  and  peculiar  melody 
in  the  old  time  songs,  suited  to  the 
old  time  tunes  of  that  day  which  seem 
now  to  linger  in  his  ears,  when  choirs 
and  organs  were«nnknown.  alllion;rli 
lie  is  wise  enough  and  pious  enough 
to  have  no  feeling  of  opposition  to 
those  delightful  auxiliaries  to  religi 
o\is  worship.  And  he  tliinks,  to  use 
liis  own  words,  ''Those  old  time 
Christians  wert!  the  best  and  hap- 
piest people  in  tiie  world."  They 
were  so  gifted  in  prayer  and  exhor- 


tation, had  such  strong  faith,  lived 
such  holy  lives,  gave  such  bright  tes- 
timonials in  death,  he  was  wont  to 
say,  "Let  me  die  the  death  of  the 
righteous  and  let  iny  last  he  like 
theirs." 

iMilalia  and  Ahner  were  cousins 
and  were  on  a  visit  to  Uncle  Jerry's. 
Uulalia  was  a  bright  minded,  spright- 
ly girl  of  thirteen  summers,  with  high 
broad  forehead,  dark  brown  eyps, 
full  of  animation,  with  auburn  hair, 
which  without  bangs,  hung  in  grace- 
ful curls  down  her  almost  snowy 
neck.  She  expressed  herself  very 
readily,  in  well  chosen  words.  Her 
mind  is  clear,  and  susceptible  of  high 
culii\ation,  and  her  ears  are  ever 
open  to  caich  every  word  of  instruc- 
tiju  diopping  from  the  lips  of  her 
superiors.

It  is  the  time  of  the  year  to  be 
looking  after  the  liiiancial  accounts 
of  the  coil"  reiiat ion,    ( iood  linancier- 


ing  ought  to  be  no  lost  art  on  the

One  of  the  greatest  needs 
of  the  times  is  wise  and  consecrated 
church  business  talent     A  scheme 
should  be  devised  and  faithfully  car- 
ried out  by  which,  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  every  debt  should  be  paid,  and 
al  respectable  balance   left   in  the 
treasury  to  the  credit  of  the  congre- 
gation.   In   the  large  majority  of 
churches  there  could  be  no  greater 
surprise  to  the  people  than  a  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  at  the 
close  of  the  fiscal  year;  yet,  such  a 
thins  ought  not  to  be  an  unusual  oc- 
currence.   But  just  now  the  main 
thing  is  to  go  to  work  ;ind  have  a 
good  showing  at  the  yearly  settlement. 
If  there  are  arrearages,  see  that  they 
are  made  up.    Look  after  the  slow 
payers  and  bring  them  to  time.  See 
that  the  liberal  do  better,  and  have, 
at  least,  a  clear  balance  sheet  to  pre.s- 
ent  to  the  people.    This  would  be,  to 
them,  one  of  the  most  cheery  of  New 
Year's  presents     Nothing  is  as  dis- 
couraging to  jiastor  and  people  as  an 
ann^ial  deficit,  especially  a  large  and 
growing  one.    It  leads  to  more  pas- 
toral unsettlement,  perhaps,  than  any 
other  one  cause.   It  cripples  churches 
usefulness.    It  dwarfs  Christian  life 
It   creates   dissatisfaction   and  dis- 
couragement.    Putting   the  church 
into  a  good  financial  condition  will 
greatly  promote  a  revival  of  religion. 
Let  all  interested  in  the  subject  take 
hold  of  it  prayerfully,  and  earnestly, 
and  persistently,  and  judiciously  —

'I'here  is  nothing  that  can-  take  the 
j)lace  of  music  in  oiir  worsiiipor  (iod. 
Music  has  been  instrumental  in  sav- 
ing as  many  souls  as  the  preached 


gospel.  It  was  born  in  heaven ;  mor- 
tals inherit  it  by  a  common  heritage. 
Stupid  and  unfeeling  indeed  is  he 
who  is  not  moved  by  the  sweet  strains 
of  song.  Nearly  all  who  can  sing  find 
music  'he  most  impressive  means  by 
which  to  express  their  thoughts. 
When  the  (Greeks  wished  to  arouse 
entiiusiisin  and  patriotism  among 
themselves  they  sang  the  in- 
spiring verses  of  Homer.

The  mischief  is  wrouirht, 
the  damage  is  done,  the  loss  is  sus- 
tained;  and  all  fretting  and  miu'innr 
g  and  complaining  will  not  alter  it. 
How  much  better  then  to  leave  it 
with  the  Lord,  and  cry  to  iiim  to  calm 
our  p(n-turbed  and  troubled  mitids;  to 
to  put  away  the  things  which  disturb 
us,  and  seek  that  peace  which  pas- 
selli  ail  understanding,  and  which 
calms  our  souls  amid  the  storms  and 
adversities  of  life!  And  we  need  this 
peace  ni  great  afflictions  and  in  small 
ones,  for  there  are  those  who  can  en- 
dure martyidom  and  who  yet  will 
fret  over  trifles.  There  are  those  who 
can  face  the  enemy  of  all  righteous, 
ness  with  calmness,  and  yet  would  be 
di-qnieted  by  some  trifling  thing. 
But  (Jod  can  hold  us  firm  and  strong 
and  steadfast,  if  we  will  but  trust  in 
him.  He  it  is  who  can  steady  our 
souls  amid  the  petty  vexations  of  lift^, 
and  resting  in  him  we  can  in  our  ad- 
\  ersiiies  take  to  ourselves  the  comfort 


that  "all  things  work  together  for 
good  to  them  that  love  God,  to  them 
who  are  the  called  according  to  his 
purpose." — Chrhtiaii.

Athletics. 

Noticing  in  almost  every  daily 
paper  read  how  the  craze  for  athletic 
games  is  taking  hold  of  the  minds  of 
the  people,  we  were  contemplating 
writing  something  on  the  subject. 
But  while  we  were  studying  this  sub' 
ject  we  happened  to  see  the  following 
in  the  Arii/ori/,  which  we  think  the 
very  thing;  therefore  we  give  it  place 
in  the  editorial  columns: 

There  is  a  great  craze  in  certain 
quarters  over  athletics.  This  is 
notiiing  new.  The  Creeks  were  a 
wonderfully  atlilelic  race.  They  had 
their  gamss,  tlieir  races,  and  their 
boxing  matches,  and  the  great  events 
which  marked  their  chronological 
period  were  the  Olympitm  games,  to 
which  they  gave  so  much  attention. 
On  the  contrary,  the  Jewish  people 
had  their  festivals,  tjieir  seasons  of 
solemn  joy  and  praise,  but  no  games, 
so  far  as  we  know,  riiey  paid  no 
special  attention  to  athleiics,  and  yet, 
notwitlistandir  g  their  dispersions  and 
chastisen.ents,  the  Jewish  people  out- 
live all  other  peoples,  and  have  main- 
tained their  existence  through  sue" 
cessive  centuries,  while  other  nations 
of  greater  physical  strength,  and  de- 
voting much  of  I  heir  time  to  physical 
culture  and  athletic  exercises,  have 
melted  away,  siaik  into  insignificance, 
or  p;'rislied  out  of  existence. 

'I'he  Apostle  Paul  exhorted  Timo- 
thy to  train  himself  unio  ,  (godliness, 
and  assured  him  that  while  bodily 
gymnastics  profited  little,  (hidliness 
was  "pi'ofitable  unto  all  things, 
having  the  promise  of  the  life  that 
now  is,  and  of  tliat  which  is  to  come." 

There  has  been  a  cry  raised  about 
the  waste  of  human  lite  on  the  part  of 
missionaiies,  especially  those  who 
have  gone  forth  on  a  somewhat  inde- 
pendent plan,  and  lacking  some  of  the 
advantages  and  c<imforts  w  hich  come 
through  the  machinery  of  an  estab- 
lished missionary  organization.  But 
ill  answer  to  this  complaint  one  writer 
has  shown  that  the  deaths  of  mission- 
aries going  oul  into  distant  lands,  even 
with  scanty  provision  for  tlieir  needs, 
have  bt'en  less  freciuent  liian  the 
deaths  which  ha\-e  occurred  among 
athletes,  w  ho  lia\  e  been  practicing  al' 
the  devices  which  modem  gymnastic, 
afford,  to  impro^•e  their  \-ital  forces 
and  increase  their  physical  strength, 
in  other  words,  that  a  m.in  is  safer  in 
Africa,  in  spite  of  the  daiiuer  from  the 
savages,  fevers,  aiel  stiiistndie,  than 
he  is  in  a  civilized  and  Cliristianized 
country,  if  he  is  specially  addicted  to 
athletics,  base  ball,  rowing  matches 
and  the  like,  practiced  For  the  benefit 
oF  his  he.ihli.  A\'e  sometimes  meet  a 
genlleii.an  in  the  prime  of  Itfc,  who 
-is  constantly  ci'ippled  in  his  efforts  in 
business  hy  a  disease  of  the  heart, 
which  AC  explains  io  be  the  i-esiilt  ot 


rowing  with  his  athletic  friends  in  his 
earlier  years.  Numerous  similar 
cases  are  said  to  exist  The  Health 
Juurncd  says:  "Of  thirty-two  all 
round  athletes,  the  safest  kind,  in  a 
New  York  club  of  five  years  ago 
three  are  dead  of  consumption,  five 
have  to  wear  trusses,  four  or  five 
are  lop  shouldered,  and  three  have 
catarrh  and  partial  deafness.  The 
writings  of  the  eminent  London  phy- 
sicians, Drs.  Fotliergill,  Clifford,  Al- 
but,  and  Moxon,  show  the  intimate  re' 
lation  between  mechanical  strain  and 
diseases  of  the  arteries  and  of  the 
valves  of  the  heart.  Dr.  Patton, 
Cliiet  Surgeon  of  the  United  States 
National  Soldiers'  Home,  says  that 
while,  of  the  five  thousand  soldiers  in 
the  home,  fully  eighty  per  cent  are 
sufleriuji'  from  heart  disease  in  one 
form  or  another,  due  to  the  forced 
physical  exertion  of  the  campaigns,  he 
makes  the  prediction  that  large  a 
pcreeiitaije  of  the  athlctei  of  to-dny 
will  be  found  twenty-five  years  from 
now  to  be  victjni^  -f  lie(~rc  diiease,  re- 
sulting from  the  muscular  strain  they 
Force  themselves  to  undergo. 

Persons  will  do  well  to  consider 
these  tacts,  and  before  entering  the 
hot  race  of  athletics,  with  its  "emula- 
tions, wrath,  strite,"  and  "other 
works  of  the  flesh,"  (Cal.  v.)  ascer- 
tain whether  it  is  not  wiser  tor  them  to 
train  themseh'es  iinio  (lodliness,  and 
let  their  exercises  be  of  such  a  nature 
as  shall  give  tliem  a  "promise  of  tlie 
life  that  now  is,  and  of  that  which  is 
lo  come  " 

ll  is  a  most  serious  thing  for  a 
young  man  in  the  prime  of  life  to 
wreck  his  health  and  ruin  his  consti- 
tution by  some  mad  endeavor  to  out- 
do anotlifr  in  some  feat  of  m;id,  use- 
less and  unreasonable  physical  exer 
tion.  The  Lmd  has  not  made  all 
people  alike:  one  can  do  with  ease 
what  another  could  only  do  at  a  most 
ruinous  risk.  The  spirit  of  emulation 
seen  in  trying  to  do  what  others  do  or 
w  hat  others  cannot  do  is  contrary  to 
the  gospel  of  Christ,  and-  contrary  to 
he  jirinciples  of  health  and  strength.

If  we  are  in 
trouble  pliysicallj',  mentally  or  spirit- 
ually, by  reai-on  of  any  conduct  of 
ours,  no  one  is  responsible  but  us; 
therefore  we  have  no  right  to  in- 
flict others'  with  our  whims  of  dis- 
content. If  others  have  acted  wrong- 
fully toward  us,  a  stream  of  uiunuurs 
and  complaints  sent  around  on  a 
visit  through  the  family  or  neighbor" 
hood,  is  not  the  lejiitimate  way  for  a 
settlement.  If  Coil's  hand  has  been 
placed  heavily  upon  us,  it  is  done  in 
righteousness,  tind  for  a  noble  pur" 
pose;  and  certiaiily  we  ought  not  to 
grumble  at  His  work. 

There  are  grumblers  of  different 
classes:  Artificial  grumblers,  taugh' 
grumblers,  and  chronic  grumblers, 
Artificial  grumblei's  are  those  who 
have  nothing  of  w  hich  to  make  any 
complaint,  but  arc  so  hearted 
that  they  think  it  is  a  hiiili  type 
intelligence  U)  muniur.  S\ich  people 
haven't  minds  sufHciciit  to  kerp  up 
an  intelligent  convers^ition.  Taught 
grumbler,-,  are  those  who  have  been 
in  the  company  of  this  unfortunate 
class  of  complainers  until  tiu-y  have 
been  educated  in  ll  is  unpleasant 
language.  Fathers  and  mothers  shoukl 
be  very  particular  to  keep  pleasan' 
especially  when  in  ihe  presence  of 
their  children,-  for  if  children  are 
raised  in  a  house  of  grumbling,  they 
will  be  likely  to  build  one  of  the 
same  material.

O.i^  day  while  they 
were  working  in  the  dininj:-r()om,  the 
nicjtlier  heard  ,i  g.ie,-.[,  a  stoui ,  coarse, 
redfaced  and  blear-eyed  man  call 
Robbie,  the  tei:-,.  e.ir  old,  to  iiim. 

"Here,  my  little  in.-ui,  dri  ik  this; 
it  will  make  your  eyes  brighter  than 
ever,"  said  he,  holding  his  nearly 
einpliel  glass  to  liie  boy's  lip-. 
Wa'cliiug  with  a  vbrill  of  horror,  the 
iiioiher  saw  her  boy, the  brightest  and 
most  beautiful  of  her  flock,  di'ain  the 
u:iass  wiiliiiut  hesitation. 

She  started  forward  to  repriaiand 
tlie  strauiier,  ljut  like  a  fl.isli  of  light 
came  the  tliouglit,  "What  right  h.ive 
I  to  supply  another  with  the  poison 
which  1  wish  my  boys  to  hate?  And 
in  keen  distress  of  nn.id  she  called 
Ilobbie  to  her  and  bade  him  drink  no 
more  of  the  liquor.

■"it  was  a  sorry  sort  of  i-cligion  that 
was  not  worth  ten  dollars  "  After 
tlii,>  she  discoveiH'd  tbal  slie  could 
come  to  cbui-cb  and  did  come  accord' 
ingly 

It  N\onld  astonish  many  honest 
folks,  if  tbey  \\ould  re.ally  and  criti 
(•ally  look  into  the  matter,  to  find 
bow  large  a  propoi-iion  of  all  their 
excuses  would  re,-.ol\'i?  ilieiuscU  eT  in- 
to a  lack  of  w^ill.

Three  years  ^^o  last  sprino;,  Sister 
"B"  of  Platte  County,  Mo.,  had  ten 
thrifty  damson  trees  in  her  j^ardeu, 
all  clotlied  in  Leautifnl  white  bloom 
and  full  of  the  promiso  of  iiuuh  fruit 
One  morniiio;  while  walkino-  anion" 
tiiese  trees  and  aduiiriiio- their  beauty, 
she  decided  to  dedicate  three  of  the 
he<(  of  tJiein  to  tiie  Lord.    She  set 
apart  the  tallest  and  strongest  one  for 
general   benevolent  work,  and  ap- 
pointed herself  the  Lord's  steward  to 
use  the  proceeds  of  this  tree  in  sucli 
a  manner  as  the  greatest  pos.-ible 
good  might  be  accomplislie  I.  'i'he 
second  of  the  tallest  and  best  of  the 
trees,  she  dedicated  to   the  Lord's 
work  as  represented  by  Brother  Ely 
in  the  endo'vmenf  of  William  Jewell 
'"!ollege.    The  third    a  short.  >'t'iif, 
IiiihIuj  tree,  site  dedicated  totheL  ird's 
work  as    represented    by  Br.)ihei- 
Black  in  Ministerial  Education. 

The  first  year  the  fruit  of  these 
trees  brought  six  dollars  to  each  of 
these  interests.  The  second  year  the 
trees  were  threatened  with  blight 
and  falling  otf'  of  the  fruit  lieFore 
maturity.

done  now,  and  she  enjoys  the  con-
